From a Vancouver journal of the 15th ult, 
we take the following interesting clipping :— 

Among the pasgengets on the Imperial | 
Limited arriving y was Sir Henry 
Blake, Governor of flongk ng, who, accom- 
panied by Lady Blake and Miss Blake, is 
re-urning to his station, after a vacation in the 
Old Country. 

Sir Henry left China in February last and 
travelled to England by way of the Suez Canal, 
He has never before visited Canada, and, said 
he, last evening, ‘1 was determined to sec 
.some of the country of which | had read and 
heard so much.” So he teok passage on the 
retura trip by the trans-Continental route, 
visiting Montreal, Niagara Falls and other 
places on the way, and making a brief sojourn 
at Banflanil Glacier. “« I must confess," he re- 
inarked, “ that all | had read and heard bad not 
enabled me to sealise, as 1 now do, the jllimit- 
able capabilities of the country. I do not 
Know whether to be more struck by the smiling
